On the con- 
clusion Mr. Munford said: 

“Nor can I forbear allusion to the 
grateful fact that something in the char- 
acter of Winnie Davis, in the untimely 
ending of her gentle life, has served 
to hush the note of sectional discord and 
strengthen the influences that make f:§ 
peace. Old-time hatreds were forgotten 
in the sorrow which made us all akin. 
Union veterans stood as a guard of honor 
around her bier. and generous contribu- 
tions of sympathy and help came from 
both sides of the Potomac to erect this 
monument.”’ 

Postmaster General Reagan Speaks. 

The next. speaker was Hon. John H. 
Reagan, postmaster general of the con- 
federate states, and the only surviving 
member of Mr. Davis’s cabinet. He was 
introduced by Hon. J. Taylor Ellyson. 
Judge Reagan spoke very briefly, his re- 
marks being confined to an eulogy of 
his chief. He said in part: 

“Mr. Davis possessed a combination 
of great qualtities, rarely equaled and 
never surpassed. And in addition to 
these great qualities he possessed the 
most unselfish character I have ever 
known and the most human and merciful 
disposition, with a gentleness in domestic 
and social life which commanded the 
admiration and respect of all who knew 
him. <And to all these he added the 
character of a devout Christian. 

“My estimate of his character has 
been formed from a personal acquaint- 
ance of a good many years, and from 
close personal and official relations with 
him during the four years of the war 
between the states. 

“While the cause of which he was the 
highest and truest representative failed 
of success. he carried to his grave a 
sincerity of respect. an enthusiastic de- 
votion of the people he served and rep- 
resented, unsurpassed by any ever shown 
to any successful hero or conqueror. 
And the future will show, when the 
clouds of passion and prejudice shall 
have passed away. that the cause and 
principles he represented were just. and 
based on the true principles of constitu- 
tional government, local self government 
and civil liberty. God bless his memory.” 

General Lee Pays a Tribute. 

General Fitghugh Lee was then intro- 
duced by Mr. Ellyson and delivered an 
eloquent and touching address in which 
he made beautiful allusions to Mr. and 
Mrs. Davis and Miss Winnie. 

Following General Lee’s speech, Dr. 
H. M. Clarkson recited an ode, ‘“‘The 
Daughter of the Confederacy,”’ and Jef- 
ferson Davis Hayes then drew the vell 
from the monuments to Mr. Davis and 
Miss Winnie. The former is a bronze 
statce of the confederate president. The 
latter is a marble figure of the angel 
of grief, the hand extending a wreath 
she is about to place on the grave. It is 
oyer life size and the pedestal is suitably 
inscribed. It was directed by the daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. Both works are 
by Zolnay.

Washington, November 9.—The ‘war de- 
partment definitely located Aguinaldo to- 
day as on his way to the town of Boam- 
bang, about seventy-five miles northeast 
of Tarlac. 

The recent calculations have been that 
the insurgent leader was at the town of 
Bayambang, not far from Tarlac, in 
which case the several] forces under Gen- 
erals MacArthur, Lawton, Young and 
Wheaton would thave had him practically 
surrounded. There has been some doubt, 
however, as to the name Bayambang, and 
today this was cleared up by definite in- 
formation fixing Boambang instead of 
Bavambang as the place of Aguinaldo’s 
refuge. - 

A dispatch from General Otis mentioned 
Boambang and at the same time reliable 
information came through diplomatic 
channels that Lieutenant Gilmore and the 
other American prisoners were at Boam- 
bang in the mountains far to the north- 
east of Tarlac. 

It is expected that the insurgent capital 
will now be shifted to Boambang and the 
efforts of the Arrerican military forces 
will be directed toward that point. It fs 
in the mountainous country of the north 
and apparently out of the fertile and 
populous regions where Aguinaldo has 
thus far conducted his operations. 

It Is said to be accessible from the south 
by only one route along a river, which is 
a branch of the Rio Grande. This leaves 
the rebe] jeader with little or no oppor- 
tunity of communicating with the coast 
or getting in supplies. He also has left 
the railroad behind. 

It is said at the war department that 
the columns of General Young and Gen- 
eral Wheaton will now push on to the 
north following up the insurgent leader 
and his scattered bands.

Callao, Tippan, Samar, Mus- 
tin, specially commended. Samar struck 
several times.’’ 

The last line is supposed to state the 
name of the men specially commended 
and the boats to which they are at- 
tached.

Washington, November 9.—The follow- 
ing cablegram has been received at the 
war department: 

‘“‘Manila. November 9.—General Weaton 
successfully landed expedition at Lin- 
fayen, west of Dagupan. afternoon of 
the 7th, against considerable opposition;

ANSWER LUNSFORD’S CARD. 


Detectives Looney and Hewitt Have 
Something To Say of His 
Communication. 

D. S. Looney and J. M. Hewitt, of the 
Atlanta detective force, have written a 
card in answer to one by J. J. Lunsford, 
whose wife figured’in the Slaughter 

trial. 

In his card Lunsford made some lively 
statements concerning the detectives and 
evidence which they had testified to, and 
his communication caused considerable 
comment by those interested in the mat- 
ter. 

The card of the two detectives is as 
follows: 

Editor Constitution—One Lunsford has in 
your issue of the 8th irst. disgusted the public 
with an array of falsehoods. If he has any 
complaint against us he has had it for nearly 
a year and a half. If we have wronged hiny 
or his there has been abundant time for @ 
brave man to seek personal redress. If we 
Fave committed perjury or any other crimgp 
there has been full time for a decent, publics 
spirited man to move the criminal courts 
against us. If what he says about us is true 
his long silence andf inactivity Speaks but lirc- 
tle for his public spirit, his decency or his 
travery. Certainly neither of these prompted 
this letter, nor can excuse this new notoriety 
he Ras given his wife. He seems to be willing 
to dig up her past and expose it to the public, 
We are not anxious to further humiliate, but 
if he conceives that either of us have sworn 
falsely against her, we cordially invite him to 
indict us—indeed, we challenge him to do it. 
Let him act, and not drivel. In such cases 
honest and brave men act, they do not print. 
But the public need not be frightened: the 
real party at interest knows the truth, and he 
will not be permitted to exhibit himself except 
in print and that at a distance. The written 
proof we have in reach will prevent the in- 
dictment and his nice sense of personal Safety 
will do the rest. 

But we ought to spare this man Lunsford, 
for he is in his present admitted position a 
subject of pity, not resentment; men in his 
position should be overlooked and the world ex- 
cuses them. 

For his wife we have nothing but sympathy, 
We have said nothing about her except the 
truth, and we challenge her or her present 
husband to contest that fact in the courts.

A National Quarantine Law. 

The suit now pending, on a petition 
zrom Louisiana, to prevent the state ol 
Texas from placing an embargo upon 
interstate commerce from Louisiana, 
seems to us a somewhat futile remedy 
for the troublesome situation which 
has existed in the southwest during | 
the summer as the result of the exist- 


ence of yellow fever in New Orleans 
and in Mississippi. We are of the op.n- | 
ion, as we have said before, that the | 
movement is ill-advised. Should the 
suit be decided in favor of Louisiana, 
how will the decision be put in force 
without the active employment of fed- 
eral troops: and what will this result 
in but a total suspension of trade and 
business relations between the whole- 
sale and retail merchants of Louisiana 
and the people of Texas? 

The unreasoning panic which takes 
possession ofthe majority of people 
when yellow fever is announced results 
in a condition of mind that seems to 
be above the law. It goes back to the 
foundation of things, being based on 
that first principle which is declared 
in the .truism, “‘self-preservation is 
the first law of nature.’ Fever panics 
are foolish enough in their way, but 
they are based on emotions and in- 
Stincts which are superior to any writ- 
ten law. 

We have no doubt that. in these 
latter days, such emotions and instincts 


are played upon by the selfish inter- 
ests of those whosk views do not reach 
higher than the rim of a dollar. Such 
was the case a year or two ago, when 
a number of Atlanta’s would-be rivals 
and competitors, taking advantage of 
the fact that the city had offered its 
hospitality to the refugees from the 
yellow fever districts, closed their 
doors to Atlanta trade. On the face 
of it, it was a very cunning move; but 
it was alittletoocunning. The publie 
very promptly discovered the cat in the 
meal tub, and Atlanta was the gainer 
thereby. 

Our opinion is that if New Orleans 
had exercised a little more patience 
under the infliction imposed upon it by 
its Texan rivals, its losses in the way 
of trade would have been more than 
recovered. The suit that has been 
brought can have no other result than 
to increase and multiply the prejudices 


of people who, in laying the embargo, | 


felt that they were engaged in pre- 
serving their own lives and the lives 
of their families. 

There is but one thing that will re- 
store reason to the panic-stricken, there 
is but one remedy for the embargoes 
suggested by the wild and furious fear 
which overtakes communities, and that 
is the adoption and the rigid applica- 


tion of a rational quarantine—a law } 


that will strip people of their foolish 
fears by erecting safeguards more se- 
rious and more certain than those 
which are put in operation by the wild 
fear which makes man a savage. 

_For the sake of Louisiana, we have 
lively hopes that the suit which has 
been brought will result in a decla- 


ration by the supreme court that it |

This suit is an admis- 
sion that the state is powerless in the 
matter. A demand for a national quar- 
antine is likewise au admission that 
the states cannot adequately deal with 
a disease that persists in refusing to 
ignore state lines. 

We repeat, therefore, that the one 
remedy is a national quarantine law 
broad enough to meet every emer- 
gency. No quibble should prevent 
southern congressmen from uniting this 
winter in a demand for such a law. 
As we have said before, under such 
a law interstate traffic might be to 
some extent embarrassed by the delay 
necessary to a complete disinfection 
carried out on scientific lines, but it 
would not be totally wiped out. as is 
now the case when the shotgun em- 
bargo is put in operation. And there 


would be no excuse for panics, for the | 


danger of infection would be reduced 
toa minimum. Above all. the events 
which now breed ill-feeling and irri- 
tation between states and communi- 
ties would have no further place in our 
history.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


British and Boer History. 


Editor Constitution—Reading over last Sun- 
day's Constitution, I came across a letter head- 
ed ‘That Boer Question,’ signed J. L. Ber- 
gerhoff. : 

Let us get down to business and give your 
readers a chance to judge the situation for 
themselves after digesting the few following 
facts: 

In the fifteenth century several Portuguese, 
named Bartholomew Diaz, Joa. Infanta and 
Vasco de Gama, discovered the Cape of Good 
Hope and erected stone crosses at the cape, 
Mossel bay, Port Elizabet, Orange river, Natal, 
Mozambique, and even reached India. These 
were not Dutsh, so the rightful owners were 
the Portuguese.) 

After these discoveries the cape was used 
as a temporary place of call by the Portu- 
guese, English and Dutch, respectively. In 
1€20 the Brit!sh took possession of the cape, but 
were not supported by the home government. 
In 1652 the Dutch East India Company took 
possession, but had no more right to it as abso- 
lute owners than any of the other nationalities. 
In 1672 the Dutch purchased from the Hotten- 
tots fifty miles of coast for less than $50, and 
at once began the game of land-grabbing from 
the natives, in which they were ably supported 
by many of the Englisch residents, until in 1819 
the boundary extended to the Keiskama river. 
In 1795 the English took possession of the cape, 
but restored it to Holland (not the cape Boers) 
in 1803. In 18M England recaptured the cape. 
and administered laws, rules, regulations and 
taxes alike to all nationalities. Many of the 
yourger and discontented element of the Dutch 
farmers had a very strong objection to pay- 
ing these taxes, it mattered not for what pur- 
pose. Sanitary, government dues, roads, etc., 
indeed, any kind of tax was obnoxious to 
them. What each wanted was a large, free 
farm, no taxation, little or no representation, 
but a kindly welcome to friends and the Dutch 
parson on his quarterly or half yearly visits.

eled with all their belongings) and crossed the 
Oranze river, forcibly taking possession of the 
country from the naives right up to Natal. 
England then began to put the screw on, 
warned the Boers to stop these inroads of na- 
tive territory, and at a cost of £1,290,000 In 
1888 freed 35,700 natives held in bondage bys 
the Boers. This is that terribly bloodthirsty, 
yarasitic English nation. 

, A similar trek bezan from the Orange Free 
State over the Vaal river, hence Transvaal, 
and every one must remember the terrible ven- 
geance the native chief, Dingaan, meted out 
to th Trek Boers when they began appro- 
priating his country. It was not until their 
boundary touched that of the warlike tribe of 
Zulus that they began to comprehend the enor- 
mous dangers confronting, and in this hour of 
peril, 1877, appealed to the English govern- 
ment for succor. (I am not a supporter of this 
vast territory being owned and ruled by the 
raw natives, but I am giving this brief his- 
torical resume to show how the Trek Boers ac- 
quired that country ). Whether this appeal was 
unanin.cus or rot, suffice it to say, England 
freed the Transvaal from their financial dis 
tress, took then under her wing at their own 
request, and in 1879 subdued the warlike Zulus. 
Then follows a long line of Boer ingratitude to 
the subjects of their benefactors—benefactors 
who extended to them every conceivable ben- 
fit enjoyed by an English born subject, —_ 
ve gods, what follows?

Swift C'aims the Measure Is Qn 
That Insures Economy. 


STATE TREASURER SPEER  TALyg 


The Author of the Measure Gives 
Hia Reasons Why It Should 
z Become a Law. 


One of the many bills introduced in the 
hcuse in the past few days of absorbing 
interest to the legislature, is the meag. 
ure introduced by Mr. Swift, of Elbert, 
providing for the creation of the office of 
bank examiner. 

Under the present law the state treags. 
urer is ex-officio bar.k examiner, ang {8 
allowed a clerk who performs much of 
the work required in the examination of 


the banks of the state, 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
in the bill by the fact that it will meet 
with determined opposition in the house 
by many who hold the position that the 
law should remain as it is, and that tie 
state treasurer shoud by right be held 
responsible for the conduct of so import. 
ant a state office as that of bank exam. 
iner. 

Mr. Swift, of Elbert, the author of the 
bill, claims that his measure should pags 
as a matter of economy and expediency, 
and that the state treasurer has enough 
to do in his office at the capitol without 
putting on him’ the duties of a second 
office. 

“From the standpoint of economy,” 
said Mr. Swift, in speaking of the mat- 
ter, “it will be a saving of $600 per annum 
to the state and the banks. The present 
law provides that the bank examiner 
shall be paid a salary of $1,200 per annum 
and traveling expenses to be paid by the 
banks. This law wiil be found in see 
tion 1923, volume 2, of the code of Gear. 
gia. 

‘Section 1918 of the same volume pro- 
vides that the bank examiner shal be 
entitled to a clerk at a salary of $10 
per annum, to be paid by the state. This 
makes a total of $2,400 per annum paid 
equally by the state and the banks. 

“In addition to this the banks pay 
about $700 per annum for the traveling 
expenses of the bank examiner. So that 
you will observe it costs about $21 
per annum to have the banks of Geor- 
gia examined one time in each year, un- 
der the present law. 

“There are only two differences between 
the bill introduced by me and the prés- 
ent law, viz: the creation of a separate 
Office of state bank examiner and a reduc- 
tion of the salary from $2,400 to $1,800 te 
be paid equally by the state and the 
banks, as at present, which would be 
$300 each, whereas they now pay $120 
each, the traveling expenses to be paid 
just as they are paid at present. Any 
one who will take the trouble to compare 
my bill with the code will see that these 
are the only changes made.

assets are beyond question of surfitient 

value to meet the amount due its depos 
itors, other banks, and bills payable 
| leaving entirely out of the calculation 
| indebtedness‘ stockholders for capt 
| stock. He should then see that the 
special requirements under the law with 
reference to reserve fund, - impairment 
| of capital stock, loans to officers and 
directors, and al] other matters affecting 
the interests of depositors are fully met,

The session of the house of represen- 
tatives yesterday was characterized by 
the utmost confusion, a condition of af- 
fairs surpassing anything in the mem- 
ory of the oldest members of the body, 
and from the first of the session to the 
last nothing was accomplished. 
Immediately after the reading of the 
journal at 10 o’clock, Mr. Moore, of Car- 
rofl, moved to reconsider the action of the 
house in defeating the bill providing for 
the removal of the county seat of Worth 
from Abbeville to Rochelle. At ten min- 
utes to 1 o’clock the motion was put to 
the house, it taking the chair until that 
hour to clear away the debris of dilatory 
motions which threatened up to the end 
to put a stop to the session in an unpar- 
liamentary fashion. 
The friends of Rochelle finally won out 
and secured a reconsideration, but the 
results of the negative action of the 
house were by no means confined to this. 

The fight in behalf of the iit- 
tle town of Abbeville was only a sub- 
terfuge employed by the all powerful 
minority to accomplish another’ end, 
which for the greater part of the session 
was withheld from the majority. The 
fight was loudly and_e surreptitiously 
made against the consideration of the 
Willingham bill, which, in the eyes of 
those opposed to its provisions, lurked 
dangerously near on the clerk’s desk and 
would have been calied up, probably 
passed and transmitted to the senate 
during the session, had it not been for 
the dilatory tactics of the minority. 

With the large number ef members who 
answered to the roll call yesterday, it 
was good naturedly taken for granted 
by those unfriendly to the measure that 
it would pass if brought up, and with 
this fact made certain, a thunderous 
racket bezan on the motion of Mr. Moors, 
of Carroll, to reconsider the bill bearing 
on the Worth county fight, with the pur- 
pose of clouding the atmosphere as to 
the real issue and delaying action: until 
the hour of adjournment had arrived. 
Considered in this light the extraordinary 
proceedings, which at all times were not 
parliamentary, were the negative means 
to an important end. 

The delay of the Willingham bill, how- 
ever, is only temporary, as it will sooner 
or later come before the house in the or. 
dinary course, and the action of the 
house yesterday is taken to show the ex- 
treme measures the enemies of the Dill 
are forced to také to prevent its passage. 

Commission Grants Hearing. 

The tax commission has conceded the 
point sought by the resolution of Mr. 
Calvin of Richmond, introduced Wednes.- 
day, to recommit the tax bill for the 
purpose of giving representatives of rail- 
roads, bankers and farmers an oppor- 
tuity to be heard. The hearing asked by 
Mr. Calvin for his constituents is grant- 
ed for this afternoon and it is understood 
that the commission will hear at that time 
the representatives of all concerns who 
Wish to come before them.

Important Measures Considered.

The French 
having endeavored to seduce them from 
their friendship for their English breth- 
ren, with a view to counteracting the 
former’s baleful influence, Governor El- 
lis deeméd such a convocation all essen- 
tial. While forcibly reminding the In- 
dians of the military strength of the 
colonists, he wished, through cordial per- 
sonal contact and liberal gifts, to con- 
ciliate their estranged regard. His ef- 
forts were eventually succesful, and as 
a result of this harmonious gathering, a 
treaty was adopted, and the amicable 
relations between Georgia and the Creek 
confederacy were satisfactorily restored. 
It may be mentioned, in passing that if 
was chiefly through the intervention of 
Governor Ellis that the final adjustment 
of the vexatious Bosomworth claims was 
effected. 

The climate of Georgix had been very 
deleterious to the hevlth of the distin- 
guished executive, and contimued resi- 
dence in the province did not enable his 
System to successfully combat its debili- 
tating influences. At length, he became 
so enfeebled that he felt constrained to 
solicit a prompt recall. This he did in 
November, 1759; and his hope was that 
speedy action would be taken in regard 
to the subject matter of his request. In 
that expectation he was, however, des- 
tined to disappointment, as his guber- 
natorial successor did not arrive until 
October of the following vear. Mean- 
while, although seriously indisposed, Gov- 
ernor Ellis would take no rest, but until 
his relief came, was unremitting in the 
discharge of his vari-d duties. At all 
times an accentisble functionary the 
sam? lofty zeal which distinguished him 
at his inauguration characterized him 
throughout his officizt career: and so 
impressed wes the crown with his con- 
spicuous efficiency. that on the 17th of 
May, 1758, it constituted him governor in 
chief of Georgia province. About two 
years and five months thereafter, Gov- 
ernor Ellis, amid universal regrets, sev- 
ered his connection with a position 
which he had done so mitch to adorn, 
leaving to hig successor a record as 
stainless as his own noble character.
